He received a skull fracture and 
other injuries when the automo­ 
bile in which he was riding with 
his w ife, Am elia, (laughter, Flor­ 
ence, and son, Arthur, was struck 
by a machine driven by Alfred 
Schaeffer, 38 years old, 466 Brook 
street, Elgin, which had pulled to 
the left side of the highway to pass 
two cars that had stopped. 
Riding with Schaeffer was his 
brother, Martin, 34 years old, 5 
Lincoln avenue, Elgin, and Edward 
H. Rasmussen, 20 years old, 181 S. 
Grove avenue, Elgin, owner of the 
machine. Alfred Schaeffer received 
a concussion, bruises, and shock. 
His brother and Rasmussen were 
severely bruised and had some lac­ 
erations. 
Eyewitness Describes C rash 
Occupants of the other car, with 
the exception of Mr. Kutz, escaped 
with minor injuries. 
The Kutz fam ily was traveling 
south on route 31 and Schaeffer was 
driving north. Ernest J. Kranibeer, 
of Crystal Lake, who witnessed the 
accident, testified at the inquest at 
Conn & Gustafson’s funeral home 
Sunday afternoon, that he was fol­ 
lowing two other northbound cars. 
When the driver of the first car 
stopped to make a left turn off the 
highway, Mr. Kranibeer said that 
he and the m otorist in front of 
him also stopped. He said that he 
looked in his rear vision mirror 
and saw Schaeffer’s machine ap­ 
proaching. 
Just as Kutz’s car cleared the 
intersection, the first of the three 
stalled cars pulled off the highway.

Bad investm ents of 
a number o f years ago resulted in 
the loss o f the money. 
Insistence 
o f John Schoenbeck, Pres.; Frank

filing of a claim against the Am ­ 
erican Surety Co. and the M etro­

Mr. Volz, who feels that the tax 
payers o f the entire township have 
reason to be racier proud o f ti** 
financial condition o f the schools 
of the d istiict. 
All matured bonds 
and all due interest have been paid 
in full. 
The school in 
the V illage of 
W heeling receives over $2,000 a 
year as tuition for the pupils from 
Childerley, which tuition is paid by 
the state of Illinois.

Yeast Cultures Are 
Valueless With Oats 


During recent years some very 
vigorous 
sales 
cam paigns 
have 
been waged tu persuade tan n ers to 
use their swine feeding various high 
priced preparations along with their 
ground oats. 
These preparations 
are prim arily yeast cultures. Some­ 
times ii is claimed they contam ad- 
deci minerals and sources of vita­ 
mins. 
The directions for using these 
preparations usually indicate that 
one iiound be mixed with a bushel 
of oats and w ater into a thick slop 
and the mass allowed to stand for 
12 to 24 hours in which tim e it fer­ 
ments. A quart of the ferm ented 
m ixture is then to bi* included for a 
“sta rte r” 
with 
each 
bushel 
ot 
ground oats in making 
the next 
slop. Occasional fresh sta rts with 
the* original m aterial are recom­ 
mended. 
When used as directed,! 
these preparations are supposed in j 
some m ysterious way to transform j 
the oats hulls into nutrient m ater­ 
ial, so that pigs will actually do bet­ 
ter on “cultured” ground oats than 
on well-balanced rations 
of corn 
and supplement. 
Disinterested tests do not beal 
out the extravagant claims made 
for such preparations. 
Their ac­ 
tion on the oats is limited to a yeast 
ferm entation, and yeast does not 
nave power to act on oat hulls. As 
already stated, even the softening 
effect of soaking the hulls for 1~ 
to 24 hours does not increase their 
digestibility. 
It is also claimed for some of 
these cultures thai they contain 
lactic acid and lactic ferm ents. Ev- j 
en if true, this is of no importance, I 
for these substanced have no spec­ 
ial value in the ration. The claims 
made for the mineral and vitamin 
content of some of these prepara­ 
tions, if true, are probably m ean­ 
ingless, since these nutrients are 
diluted with such a mass of feed 
that their effect would alm ost cer­ 
tainly be lost. 
The only conclusion that can bo 
reached regarding this preparations 
is th at oats treated with them can 
bt* no more digestible nor contain 
more nutritive m aterial than the 
original oats. 
If the treatm ent 
renders the oats more palatable so 
that the* pigs will consume more of 
them in a given tim e, the treated 
oats may produce somewhat more 
iapal gains than w'il untreated oats.
